CARBURETOR  ICE 

Induction  system  Icing  Is  likely  to  occtir  when  flying 
through  fog,  clouds,  wet  snow,  rain,  or  when  there  is  high 
relative  humidity,  and  can  occur  through  a wide  temperature 
range. 

With  fixed  or  controllable  pitch  propellor.  If  the  RPM 
or  manifold  pressure  drops  for  no  apparent  reason,  apply 
full  carburetor  heal  WITHOUT  DELAY.  You  may  have  less 
than  a minute  to  do  something  about  it  before  the  engine 
is  starved  for  fuel  and  stoppage  occurs. 

Carburetor  heot  should  be  used  during  power  off  air 
work,  during  prolonged  glides,  approach  for  landing,  etc., 
and  should  be  applied  approximately  one  minute  before 
closing  throttle.  It  Is  desirable  to  apply  carburetor  heal  dur- 
ing "run-up"  period  to  take  off. 


HELICOPTER  FORECAST 

By  1975,  helicopters  will  fly  annually  in  and  out  of  Man 
Haifa  never  6,500,000  lbs.  of  package  cargo,  over  40.700,000 
lbs.  of  mall  and  more  than  6.000,000  intercity,  suburban  and 
aerocab  passengers,  according  to  a report  fust  released  by 
The  Pori  of  New  York  Authority.

It  is 
based  on  "reasonable  expectations"  which  "represent  traffic 
developments  for  which  long-range  planning  of  helicopter 
alrstop  service  should  moke  provisions  . these  estimates 
must  be  adiusled  as  the  future  transport  role  of  the  heli- 
copter becomes  more  clearly  defined."  The  160-page  report 
was  authorized  In  August,  1951  Detailed  statistical  and 
general  background  data  was  included  in  the  appendix  — 
Payload.

PROGRAM 

The  Bureau  of  Apprenticeship,  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor 
and  the  Montana  Stale  ApptenUemhIp  Council  have  the  re- 
sponsibility of  aosicUng  Management  and  Labor  with  the  dc 
velopmeni  of  apprenticeship  systems  for  nil  :V.-  skill^-i 
trades  -including  aircraft  and  engine  mechonics. 

The  term  of  apprenticeship  lor  aircrofl  and  engine  me 
chanics  is  four  years  of  on-the-job  liairung  plus  144  hours 
per  year  of  supplemental  related  instruction. 

Apprentice  wages  usually  start  at  4S  to  50%  of  tite 
prevailing  local  skilled  worker’s  rale  for  the  first  six  months 
with  5%  increases  each  following  six-month  period  up  to 
about  the  seventh  period  when  they  Increase  10''--  each 
period  up  to  time  ol  completion.

CUBA  TO  SIMPLIFY  LIGHTPLANE  ENTRIES 

The  Cuban  Government  and  the  Aircraft  Ovmers  and 
Pilots  Association  will  complete  arrangements  for  the  simpli- 
fication of  entry  Into  Cuba  by  American  Ughtplane  pilots  at 
a meeting  in  Miami  next  week.  At  previous  meetings  repre- 
sentatives of  Cuba  agreed  to  lift  all  customs,  immigration, 
landing  and  other  fees  which  had  been  a bone  of  contention 
among  American  pilots.  The  meeting  was  called  to  com- 
plete details  and  the  new  entry  system  will  be  pul  into  effect 
by  the  first  ol  the  year. 

The  filing  of  a radio  flight  plan  from  Miami  to  Hovana 
and  Havana  to  Miami  went  into  effect  at  the  beginning  ol 
the  month.  The  one  flight  plan  arrangement  Is  similar  to 
that  in  effect  between  the  Canada-U.S.  and  Mexico-U.S. 
borders.  Since  there  is  no  CAA  communication  link  between 
Cuba  and  the  U.S..  Aeronoultcal  Radio,  Inc  and  Radio  Aero- 
nautlqua  Cuba  S.  A.  (RACSA)  have  volunteered  to  transmit 
the  first  plans  for  the  Ughtplane  pilots  between  the  two 
points  until  a government  system  is  set  up.— Am  Avn.  Dally.

JET  TRANSPORT  STUDIES 

Three  system  study  contracts  which  may  lead  to  a de- 
sign competition  lor  a military  jet  transport  hove  been  let 
by  the  U.  S.  Air  Force,  Lt.  Gen.  Joseph  Smith,  commanding 
general  ol  the  Military  Air  Transporl  Service,  told  the  S> 
ciely  oi  Mechanical  Engineers.  T^e  contracts  were  let  to 
Lockheed  Aircraft  Corp.,  Boeing  Airplane  Company  and 
Consolidated  Vultee  Aircraft  Corp. 

MATS  decision  that  It  should  "assume  an  aggressive 
Interest  in  the  development  of  jet  transport  aircraft"  was 
made  approximately  a year  ago,  Smith  told  the  Air  Cargo 
Day  meeting  of  the  ASMC  meeting  in  New  York,  at  which 
time  a general  specification  for  such  on  aircraft  was  drovm 
up.  This  Included:

General  Smith  spoke  of  the  Lockheed  C-130  turboprop- 
powered  cargo  aircraft,  prototypes  of  which  are  now  under 
cunsliuclioii,  as  "u  major  step  taken  in  the  United  Stales 
to  move  into  jet  transport  aircraft  productiwi.”  Descibing 
the  XC-130  OB  "the  first  turboprop  transporl  aircraft  in  the 
U.  S.;  designed  and  built  from  the  ground  floor  up,  to  receive 
production  contracts,  and  as  many  authorities  see  it,  the 
turboprop  la  our  next  step  to  straight  let  air  transportation.

RAILROADS  VS.  AIRLINES 

Intercily  passenger  irafllc  oi  the  domestic  scheduled 
airlines  surpassed  that  of  the  one-time  pnme  competitor. 
Pullmon  iravel,  by  well  over  on©  and  a half  billion  revenue 
passenger  miles  during  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year. 
In  the  similar  period  ol  1951,  Pullman  travel  was  nearly  one 
billion  revenue  passenger  mites  ahead  oi  the  airline  travel, 
but  by  the  end  ol  the  year  a new  trend  was  clearly  estab- 
lished when  air  travel,  surpassed  Pullman  travel  for  the 
first  lime  for  a full  year.  Percentage-wise,  revenue  passenger 
miles  by  air  mounted  to  123.6*1'°-  of  the  revenue  passenger 
miles  by  Pullman  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1952. 

Compared  to  all  railroad  passenger  travel,  except  com- 
muter service:;,  the  inroad  of  ihe  airlines  in  the  intercity  travel 
market  is  )ust  as  apparent.  For  the  first  eight  months  of 
1952,  otrlines  gained  ll92, 951,000  revenue  passenger  miles 
over  1951,  as  compared  to  a gain  of  467,562.000  revenue 
passenger  miles  for  the  railroads  During  the  eight  months 
of  1951.  airline  passenger  mites  were  30. oi  the  railroads’, 
but  for  the  comparable  period  this  year  the  airline  ligut© 
hod  climbed  lo  40.7*i. 

Passenger  revenue  compansons  for  ihe  two  media  of 
travel  show  that  the  airlines  ore  gelling  more  and  more 
of  the  passenger  travel  dollar.  In  the  first  six  monihs  of  1952, 
passenger  revenues  were  $414,769,097  and  $324,295,322  for 
rail  and  air,  respectively.  In  the  first  six  months  of  1951. 
revenue  from  possenger  oir  travel  amounted  lo  72.7%  of  rail, 
but  for  the  same  period  this  year,  it  stood  at  78. 1 % - Am. 
Avn.  Daily.  * 


GOLDEN  ANNIVERSARY 

The  first  formal  event  of  the  Golden  Anniversary  oi 
Powered  Flight  observance  was  held  at  the  Kitty  Howk 
(N.C.)  memorial  site  at  10:45  a.  m.  December  12.  1952,  just  49 
years  and  10  minutes  after  Orville  Wrlghl  climbed  into  the 
Wright  biplane  to  make  man's  first  powered  flight.  A procla- 
mation of  Ll.  Gen.  James  H,  Doolittle,  USAF,  (rell  GAPF  com- 
mittee chairman,  was  read  by  Ait  Kelly,  Air  Force  Assecla- 
lion  president,  omd  a wreath  sent  by  ihe  mayor  of  Dayton 
and  the  governor  of  Ohio  was  given  In  memory  of  the  Ohio 
brothers  A fly-by  of  World  War  II  and  Korean  War  planes, 
including  F-84's  was  scheduled.

USAF  FIGHTER.  BOMBER  DESIGNATIONS  LISTED 

The  current  multiplicity  ol  Air  Force  plane  types,  both 
experimental  and  production  models,  cmd  the  influx  of  a 
large  number  of  new  designations  in  the  post  year,  has 
caused  confusion  among  industry  personnel  who  deal  con- 
stantly with  plane  designations.  The  following  list  of  post- 
war USAF  plane  designations  has  been  compiled,  showing 
the  number,  manufaclurer,  type  of  plane,  and  where  pertin- 
ent. the  popular  name. 

Designations  indicated  by  the  asterisk  ore  planes  which 
were  cancelled  on  the  drawing  board  or  built  only  in  proto- 
type form;  others  are  limited  to  quantity  production  air- 
planes. No  attempt  has  been  made  lo  Hat  ihe  model  changes 
(F-86A,  E,  H.  etc.).  Only  basic  designations  are  listed  except 
In  cases  where  model  change  Involved  a major  configura- 
tion change  (such  os  F-86D,  F-84F).

N.  Y.  STATE  AIRPORT  OPERATORS  TO  ORGANIZE 
Plans  have  been  completed  for  a New  York  Stale  air- 
port operators  organizational  mealing  in  January,  following 
an  Initial  meeting  colled  by  the  Metropolitan  Aircraft  Op- 
erators Association  al  the  fifth  annual  Airport  Development 
and  Operators  Conference  in  Syracuse. 

At  thot  time  more  than  20  upstole  operators  heard 
MAOA's  President  Bill  Bohlke  review  the  status  of  MAOA 
as  the  New  York  Chapter  of  ihe  National  Aviation  Trades 
Association  and  plans  were  approved  to  organize  a state- 
wide operators  organization. 

Objectives  of  the  new  group  include  promoting  closer 
cqgperatlon  wilh  government  agencies;  sponsoring  of  public 
relations,  educational,  and  operators'  problem  forums,  serv- 
ing lo  combat  both  operator  and  customer  abuses:  and  in- 
suring the  developmenl  of  a code  ol  ethical  operation  lo 
improve  state  standards. 
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
